Toronto  is  cilii)ratcd  for  its  acciuatic  sports,  the  reiiowneil  scullers,  llanlan  and  O'Con- 
nor, having  giveli  an  impetus  to  this  class  of  sport  and  made  Toronto  l'.av  famous  through- 
out the  world.  The  hay  on  the  city  side  is  one  long  line  of  public  and  private  l>oat  liouscs. 
Of  the  f(]nuer,  the  most  prominent  are  the  (Juecn  Cite  V*cht  Club,  Toronto  Canoe  Club, 
Argonaut  Rowing  Cluh.  Don  Rowing  Cluh,  and  of  the  latter  almost  one  unbroken  line.  Dur- 
ing the  boating  season,  in  the  afternoon  and  evening,  the  bay  is  the  scene  of  a  great  carni- 
\al.  which  iti  winter  is  varied  by  ice-boating— a  very  exciting  sport. 

.\  visit  to  the  Island  will  be  appreciated  bv  all.  In  the  centre  is  the  Island  Park  and 
the  Island  Club  House  of  the  Royal  Canadian  S'acht  Club.  .\t  llanlan's  Point  there  is  a 
roof  garden,  an  electric  merry-go-round,  one  quarter  mile  bicvcle  track,  lacrosse  and  base- 
b.dl  park,  and  various  other  amusements.

Starling  from  the  foot  of  VotiRc  Strct't,  nanu-d  after  Sir  Geo.  Yonge.  northward  from 
the  bay,  the  most  striking  objects  to  be  met  are  tlie  Cusom  House.  Bank  of  Montreal,  Board 
of  Trade  Uuilding.  the  Bank  of  British  .\orth  America,  the  Globe  Building,  and  the  Traders' 
Bank  Building,  said  to  be  the  highest  building  in  Canada.  The  lower  portion  of  Yoiige 
Street,  from  King  to  the  bay,  is  composed  mostly  of  wholj^^ale  houses,  while  above  King  it  is 
almost  an  unbroken  line  of  retail  shops  of  every  description,  and  it  is  perhaps  the  most  busy 
street  in  the  city,  many  of  the  buildings  being  of  line  structure.  Yonge  Street  is  the  great 
thoroughfare  of  the  north,  runs  ahnost  tx.rth  and  south,  e.vtending  from  the  bay  as  far 
north  as  Holland  Landing,  a  distance  of  thirty  miles,  and  divides  the  citv  into  tw'o  gr.-iud 
divisions.  At  the  south-east  corner  of  "onge  and  King  Streets  are  the  h;i'ndsnme  offices  of 
the  Canadian  Pacific  Railw.-iv.  which  :u  their  headc|uartcrs  in  Toronto;  across  from  these 
are  the  offices  of  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway  System. 

lloi.v  Tremtv  CiirRCii. 

The  site  of  this  beautiful  edilice  is  in  Trinity  Stjuarc.  between  .Mice  and  Louisa  Streets, 
and  was  built  by  a  lady  whose  name  has  never  been  known  to  the  public.  The  endowment 
was  anonymous,  being  iS.OOO  sterling,  appropriated  as  follows:  £XOm  to  build  the  church,  and 
^2,000  as  the  basis  of  an  allowance  for  the  incumbent.  A  short  time  ago  a  .Memorial  Brass 
was  put  up  in  the  church  to  the  memory  of  the  donor.

Mf  the  Dominion  Bank,  ami  then  a  little  further  He>t  the  hanilsi.Tne  ImiMinn  .iceiipied  by 
the  Bank  of  Commerce.  Opposite  this  is  the  Manning  Areaile  llnildiiiR.  well  worthy  of  a 
passing  visit;  a  little  farther  west  of  this  another  line  bnildinR,  probably  <jne  of  the  finest  in 
the  whole  of  Canada,  erected  and  now  occtipieil  b\  the  Canada  I.ife  '.\ssurance  Company, 
and  near  by  (on  l!ay  Street  I  is  the  .\lolsons  Hank,  then  a  stu-cessinn  of  line  stores,  some  of 
recent  erection,  and  nf  ditTereni  styles  of  architeetnre,  wfcich  cannot  fail  to  attract  attention. 

St.  Aniiri:w's  Chikcii. 

Upon  the  south  side,  a  short  distance  farther  on,  stands  St.  .\ndrew's  Church,  which  is. 
e.\tern,a!ly,  one  of  the  llnest  specimens  of  Xorman  architecture  on  the  continent.  Its  entire 
effect  is  very  striking. 

GoVtRN.MKXT    lloUSi:. 

The  residence  of  I.ieut.-Covernor  Gibson  is  oppo-ite  the  church,  and  is  designed  ii'  the 
modern  I'reneh  style  of  architecture.  Red  brick  is  the  material  used  in  the  walls,  relieved 
with  Ohio  cut-stone  dressings. 

The  main  building  is  three  storeys  in  height  above  the  ba'^ement ;  the  upper  storey  is 
partially  in  the  roof,  which  is  constructed  on  the  Mansard  principle;  the  sloping  sides  are 
very  steep,  covered  with  Melbourne  slate,  and  relieved  bv  handsome  segmental  domes,  light- 
ing the  third  storey  apartments.  The  ridge  is  finished  with  moulded  sides,  and  the  deck  is 
laid  with  the  same  material. 

Towards  Simcoe  Street  the  frontage  is  about  eighty-eight  feet,  and  in  the  centre  it 
rises  to  a  tower  seventy  feet  high,  finished  with  a  handsome  wrought  iron  railing.  The  roof 
of  the  tower  is  of  the  same  description  as  that  of  the  main  building,  but  starts  fnmi  th.' 
balustrade,  linished  at  the  corners  with  panelled  pedestals  and  carved  vases.

Tin;  OusiRv.vTORY, 

In  the  I'niversity  grounds  is  the  Observatory,  instituted  f..r  tin-  observance  of  nie- 
tcorcilogical  events.  The  collection  of  scientific  ifistrinnents,  including  a  recent  addition  of  a 
telescope  especially  obtained  for  observing  the  transit  of  Venus,  is  large  and  interesting 
\\eather  reports,  notices  of  the  appro.acb  of  storms,  and  the  weather  probabilities  gciierallv 
for  the  Dominion  are  issiicil  from  this  office.  "Old  Probabilities"  sometimes  makes  mis- 
takes, but  not  often,  and  for  twenty-four  hours  ahead  is  generally  reliable. 

McMastir  II.m.i.. 

The  Toronto  Baptist  College  on  Bloor  Street  is  a  grand  effort  in  architecture  It  is 
the  seminary  for  Baptists  throughout  Canada.  All  local  colleges  of  this  denomination  have 
liee.i  closed  to  theological  students,  and  students  transferred  to  this  citv.  The  college  is  built 
of  browti  stone  f.accd  with  brick.  It  is  live  storeys  in  height.  There  are  several  lecture  rooms, 
chapel,  library,  reading  room,  two  dining  rooms,  gymnasium,  and  accommodatiim  for  some 
sixty  stu(lcnts.  l^xpense  ha.i  not  been  spared  to  make  it  one  of  the  most  complete  affairs  of 
its  kind  III  America.  The  building  was  presented  to  the  baptist  denomination  free  of  debt 
by  the  late  Hon.  \Vm.  McMaster,  of  Canada.

This  line-  structure  is  the  principal  Episcopal  Church  in  Toronto,  and  is  the  fourth 
church  which  has  occupied  the  same  site,  the  last  one  having  been  burnt  in  1849  It  is  of 
early  hngltsh  Gothic  architecture,  and  is  beautifully  executed,  recent  alteratiotis  costing  $40-

It  is  75  feet  In  front 
b>  60  in  depth,  and  is  £6  feet  to  the  eaves,  but  a  d..nie  carries  it  3  feet  higher.  The  building 
IS  of  richly  wrought  Ohio  stone,  three  storeys  high,  with  a  basemeiu  and  a  l.iftv  attic  in  a 
.Mansard  roof,  'the  front  elevation  is  composed  <,f  a  central  break,  which  is  relieved  with 
complex  columns  and  pilasters,  with  polished  caps  and  marble  bases  and  mouhled  cornices 
at  hc-ights  corresponding  with  each  other.  On  each  side  of  the  central  break  is  a  recess  bav 
and  beyond,  at  each  outer  angle,  a  tower  having  instriated  pilasters  and  a  continuation  of  the 
cornices  as  on  the  pilasters  of  the  central  break.  In  the  rear  of  the  main  building  is  another, 
one  storey  high,  with  basement.
